In declaring for the expulsion and 
exclusion of all enemy aliens from 
British soil, the premier pointed out 
that a considerable proportion of 
enemy residents in the United King- 
dom during the war had abused British 
hospitality and thus had forfeited their 
claims to remain. 

“War a Frightfr! Crime.” 

In his statement the premier, after 
paying a warm tribute to the soldiers 
and sailors of the empire, said: 

The kaiser must be prosecuted. 
The war was a crime. Who doubts 
that? It was a frightful, terrible 
crime! It was a crime in the way in 
which it was planned and in the delib- 
erate wantonness with which it was 
‘provoked. It also was a crime in the 
invasion of a helpless little state and 
in the wicked and most brutal treat- 
ment of that little state. Remember

“Surely the war was a crime. The 
fact that all these iniqultious things 
were done in the name of war and 
under the imperial edict of an auto- 
crat, does not change their nature.

“Our troops, with only machine 
guns and rifles, advanced against 
shrapnel, strangely without any, or 
with very few minor, casualties.

“An international battalion, composed 
mostly of Magyars, recently has been 
the Bolsheviki’s most reliable force on 
the Dvina front. In the fighting of 
Nov. 11 to 14, it left great piles of dead 
before our positions, having fought 
stubbornly. All sectors in the last two 
days have been quiet.”

Testimony of insane persons is hardly competent 
and we, can hardly be expected to take their evi- 
dence at full value. On the other hand, while some 
hospital guards may become hardened through 
years of association with the violently insane, we 
do not believe that highly specialized scientists in 
charge ot the asylum for the insane would long 
| tolerate abuses. 

It is not denied ed there may have been some cases 
of cruelty. But it does not seem possible that 
brutality is the order of the day in Dunning. 

Wherefore the sporadic and usually baseless 
charges brought against the institution have little 
effect save that of agitating the large number of 
citizens who may have unfortunate relatives con- 
fined there.

DOES FARMING PAY? 

Muncie, Ind., Dec. 5,—[Editor of The 
Tribune. II have read with keen inter- 
est Philip Kinsley’s letters on farming 
profits, and wherein the farm testimony 
is that farming -does not, pay. 

This summer I spent a few days with 
a brother-in-law who is a farmer and 
who has farmed for twenty years. The 
quintessence of his observations to me 
was that farming did not pay. He and 
his family have every comfort. They 
have roast dutk and all kinds of pie as 
often as they choose. There was real 
Jersey cream for our coffee, with home 
made cottage cheese on the side and real 
hickory smoked country ham as 
chief. piece de resistance. 

To me {t is a sad picture. He is now 
45, so we will say hjs life is wasted. 


1 recalled that when he was 23 he talked 


to me about leaving the farm because it 
did not pay. He desired to get a job 
on the rallroad as a fireman. He talked 
this over with a neighbor boy. They 
both decided to hit the railroad for a 
job.” The neighbor boy did, and is now 
an engineer. He makes around $200 
per month and lives in the city. He 
parallels what my brother-in-law would 
have accomplished had they both left for 
the railroad employment together. 

That was twenty years ago. 

Right now if my brother-in-law would 
clean up by sale all he has, he would 
have at the very lowest $25,000. In real- 
ity, I think he would have more than 
that. I am plecing it low. The engineer 
has done very well on his $200 per month 
job. He@has paid out a very nice home, 
The very highest estimate would be at 
a value of $5,000. Which has dqne the 
better? The one in the business “ 
does not pay” or thé one with the 
shot stlary in the ety?

GAS COMPANY 


The Peoples Gas Light and Coke 
company owes the city between 3300, 
000 and $400,000 for penalties for fail- 
ing to live up to supplying the quality 
of gas required by the city ordinances. 

F. W. Abele, city gas supervisor, 
gave this information to the city coun- 
cil committee on finance yesterday and 
‘added that if the gas company were 
penalized for all its offenses for the 
last eighteen months, it would owe the 
city considerably more. 

Mr. Abele said his bureau had fur- 
nished the city law department and 
Donald R. Richberg, the city council's 
special counsel in gas litigation mat- 
ters, with copies of all tests made, and 
that it was up to these officials to act. 

The committee did not act on the 
gas proposition, but did knock Mr. 
Abele's appropriation from next year’s 
budget. 

About 200 complaints a day on high 
gas bills continue to pour into the de- 

t of public service, Mr. Abele 
said. He displayed several complaints 
showing where gas bilis had doubled 
and trebled in the last few weeks.
